Minister’s letter 


I was in America one St. Patrick’s 
day. I have to say that I was totally 
amazed at the fervour with which the 
day was celebrated by our cousins 
across the-pond - rivers flowing with 
green dye - parades - everyone wear- 
ing something green - free drinks on the 
airlines even! Here was an ethnic pa- 
triotism on overdrive. It seems that most 
Americans have some sort of Irish an- 
cestry - apparently even Mohommad 
Ali claims to have Irish forbears. Ameri- 
can politicians have to be careful not to 
lose ‘the Irish vote’ and alter foreign 
policy accordingly in much the same 
way as they do with the Jewish vote. 

This need to be ‘rooted’ in an an- 
cient culture outside the USA seems to 
be endemic in all Americans (excepting 
native-Americans, of course). When St. 
Patrick’s day comes around again on 
the 17th, itll be displayed in all its glory 
once more. It’s easy for us in the ‘first 
world’ with all our history to sneer, but 
the need to have roots with depth is in- 
grained - to have a ‘story’ that links our 
individual lives to something greater. 
We see something similar in our own 
country as British people support 
cricket teams of opposing countries 
rather than our own. History and 
ethnicity give us identity, a place to 
stand. 

As we move towards the celebra- 
tion of Easter, we find again that we are 
drawn into a history - a story. A loving 
God who acts decisively to confront the 
rejection his world has thrown at him.

Funding crisis for 
care services 


The cash crisis affecting care services 
across the country, revealed in a report re- 
leased today (Wednesday), is having a seri- 
ous impact on Cambridgeshire County 
Council’s ability to care for the most vulner- 
able in society. 

The report, launched jointly by the Asso- 
ciation of Directors of Social Services (ADSS) 
and the Local Government Association 
(LGA), claims that social care services are in 
“serious jeopardy unless substantial, imme- 
diate and long-term financial investment is 
made.” 

The growing elderly population and the 
remorseless rise in the numbers of children 
being looked after by local authorities are 
putting budgets under intense pressure. 

Councils are on average allocating 10 per 
cent more to Social Services budgets than 
the amount calculated by Government. Even 
this is not enough, with 87 per cent of them 
predicting an overspend on Social Serv<es 


this year. ; 
Cambridgeshire’= ireon Of Social Ser- 


vices Liz Railton, who is also Chair of the 
ADSS Resources Committee said the pres- 
sures being faced locally were every bit as 
severe as those affecting other Councils. 

She said: “The County Council yester- 
day set its budget for 2002/3 and has ac- 
knowledged the intense pressures facing 
care services by allocating £17 million mo” 
(18 per cent) than the amount Goversent 
calculates we need. 

All the extra money has to cot® from ei- 
ther other services or increassd council tax. 

“We know that there is much more we 
could do to help people if we had the funds. 
For example, we could pay our Foster Carers 
better - they do a marvellous job caring for 
the most vulnerable children in this County. 
We could support many more older people 
to stay in their own homes, reduce our wait- 
ing lists and do more to overcome the prob- 
lem of delayed discharges from hospitals.” 

The County Council’s Cabinet Member 
for Social Services, John Powley, described 
the national report as “extremely worrying.” 

He added: “Cambridgeshire Social Ser- 
vices has made huge progress in recent years 
to enable it to provide quality services for 
children, older people and those with dis- 
abilities. We have increased our Foster Carer 
allowances but we have not got the morey 
to fully fund nationally agreed rates. 

Our staff do remarkably well given the fi- 
nancial climate in which they have to work 
but how much better they could do with fair 
funding.”

A Wood Somewhere 


As I entered the wood something 
was different. Was it the increase in bird 
song? Was it the early flowers? Was it 
the leaves starting to show on the 
branches? All of them I think. 

Ihave been coming to this wood for 
the past 20 years, the last 4 years with 
my dog Poppy. I could say that it is typi- 
cal of any wood anywhere, but no, this 
is an oak wood with a few scattered 
ash trees. 

The wood at this time of year is a 
fascinating place to be, albeit in wellies. 
The wood is still holding a lot of water 
which is good for the toads who will 
make their way to the few small ponds 
in the central clearing to breed again this 
year. 

This wood has a magic all of its own 
in the winter. Cloudy skies and wind 
make it seem a foreboding place to be. 
The trunks seem to have faces, the 
branches seem to be long fingers point- 
ing and grabbing at you along the vari- 
ous paths that dissect it. In summer it’s 
a place of serene quietness where you 
can wander the paths and take in the 
various smells and hardly see any sky 
above because of the overhead canopy. 
Autumn is a time of colourful beauty, 
the leaves going through various colour 
changes before winter, but spring is a 
truly magical time. The birds are not only 
feeding but chasing each other through 
. the branches - not only is the tree sap 
rising but also that of the birds. 

Great Tit, Blue Tit, Long Tailed Tit, 
Blackbird, Song Thrush, Wren, 
Chaffinch, Robin, Treecreeper, 
Woodpidgeon, Sparrowhawk, Green 
and Great Spotted Woodpeckers, Jays, 
Magpies to name a few, phew! can be 
seen in the wood. Wild Aurum (Lords 
and Ladies), Lesser Celandine, Prim- 
rose and Bluebell leaves (no flowers yet) 
are showing. Ground Elder and Ivy are 
also making a showing. 

Above meas I walk along the paths 
Grey Squirrels ‘freeze’ on the branches 
hoping not to be seen, but Poppy’s 
sight, hearing and sense of smell are a 
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lot more acute than mine, and when she 
stops and looks upwards it’s only a 
matter of time before I see them as well. 
What a friend she is, incredible loyalty 
and the ability to learn through voice and 
arm movements what is required of her. 

She is always ahead of me when we 
walk and at places where paths cross 
she will always stop and look round to 
see which direction I indicate. In places 
like a wood I keep voice commands to 
a minimum and use head and hand sig- 
nals to her. We are a bit like Bill Sykes 
and Bullseye in Oliver - where I am she 
is, and where she is I am! We are apart 
as little as can be, she is a truly magnifi- 
cent friend. 

Parts of the wood are older than oth- 
ers, in one area loads of oaks have 
come down over the years and are all 
moss and lichen covered. Walking 
through this part is like walking through 
a magical forest in a children’s fantasy 
tale. It’s such a wonderful sight to see 
and every time I come to this part of 
the wood I have to stop and sit on a 
tree trunk or if not just stand and drink 
in the beauty before me - ‘breathtak- 
ing’ springs to mind. 

The few ash trees have, over the 
years, become home to the woodpeck- 
ers that inhabit the wood. Sometimes 
when walking through this part of the 
wood a sudden screech, like something 
from a ‘Hammer Horror’ film, makes 
you stop and look round. It might be a 
Woodpecker or a Jay that has been dis- 
turbed whilst feeding. Nothing more sin- 
ister than that lurks in the wood, I hope! 

There is asmall population of munt- 
jac deer that, very occasionally, can be 
seen crossing the paths. There is also a 
badger population living in the wood 
and have probably been there for many 
years judging by the signs. 

Inod to Poppy to go left, which will 
bring us back to the car. Wellies off, 
shoes on. Turn, and a last look at the 
wood. No tears because I know we 
will return in a couple of days to walk 
through this ‘Wood Somewhere’ again!

date on proposed settlement

Af- 
ter careful consideration of the options, 
Longstanton /Oakington was put for- 
ward as the proposed location for the 
settlement by Cambridgeshire County 
Council as part of the extensive pro- 
cess to form the draft Structure Plan. 

Anewsletter will be delivered to ev- 
ery household in Longstanton and Oak- 
ington, local Parish Councils and it will 
also be available in surrounding villages 
at Post Offices and libraries. 

Cambridgeshire County Councillor 
John Reynolds, Lead Member for Stra- 
tegic Planning, said: “Understandably 
residents in Longstanton and Oaking- 
ton have many concerns and questions 
about the proposed new settlement. In 
the newsletter we are not only trying to 
address some of these concerns but 
also we are asking for residents own 
questions so we can answer them. 

‘A massive public consultation ex- 
ercise is being launched across the 
County and we want to hear people’s 
views and concerns on the draft Struc- 
ture Plan. 

This is the first of'a series of newslet- 
ters and I don’t pretend that this issue 
will answer everyone’s questions. That 
is what we will be trying to do in future 
issues as well as inform people of how 
and where they can have their say. 

‘Finding the balance between meet- 
ing the Government’s housing targets 
and protecting the unique environment 
of Cambridge and the surrounding area 
is one of our hardest challenges. Above 
all, we want to make sure that any new 


development is of the highest quality.” 


A second issue of the newsletter is 
due out at the beginning of March.

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Dangerous roads survey 


backs County’s findings 


Transport bosses in Cambridgeshire 
have welcomed a survey released on 
Monday by the AA highlighting accident 
blackspots across the UK. 

The figures reflect the finding of Cam- 
bridgeshire County Council who have 
been working hard to reduce deaths on 
the region’s roads. Excessive speed is 
reckoned to be a factor in a third of all 
accidents. 

Cambridgeshire County Councillor 
Shona Johnstone, Cabinet Member for 
Environment and Transport, said: “One 
of the County’s key targets is to reduce 
casualties on Cambridgeshire’s roads. 
Last year we saw a massive drop in the 
number of people killed or seriously in- 
jured on the County’s roads. This is due, 
in part, to our comprehensive road 
safety initiatives which we run in part- 
nership with other agencies, such as the 
police. These range from physical traf- 
fic calming measures to safety cameras 
and driver education. But we cannot af- 
ford to be complacent as on average 
on person is killed each week on the 
County’s roads.” 

The Al0 between Ely and Cam- 
bridge was highlighted as having a poor 
accident record. The County Council 
took over responsibility of this road last 
year and our Road safety chiefs have 
been looking at the accident spots we 
inherited to find ways of combating the 
problem. 

Although the A14 is one of the most 
busiest roads in Cambridgeshire the fig- 
ures, released by the AA, showed it had 
a low to average accident rate - com- 
ing 664th out of more than 800 roads. 

Councillor Johnstone added: “This 
report backs up our own findings. For 
the amount of traffic travelling on the 
A14 it does have fewer accidents. 

However, when one accident hap- 
pens it causes problems for the whole 
of the surrounding road network. The 
real problem with the A14 is the sheer 
amount of traffic using it and the con- 
gestion it causes. That is why we, now 
with support from the CHUMMS 
study, have been calling for improve- 
ments to the Al4 and better public 
transport links.”
